REMARKS 


In the Restriction requirement dated November 4, 2003, ten species of the claimed 
invention are identified. Also, the Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. §121 to elect a single 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 

The Applicant hereby elects, without traverse, Species III for further prosecution on the 
merits. Claims 39-63 and 76-87 are readable upon Species III identified by the Examiner. It
